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Arlington Tries a 
Town Meeting 


Discuss world 
‘ crisis; other 
discussions follow 


A public forum, with Dr. Judson 
♦ Lee as moderator, was held last 
Friday night 
at the 
Arlington 
Heights 
high 
school. 
Speakers 
were Prof. W alter H. C. Laves of 
the University of Chicago and Mr. 
Marland Allen, consulting econo­ 
mist and chairman of the Chicago 
chapter of the Committee to De­ 
fend America. American policy in 
the present international crisis was 
the general subject of all speeches. 
Dr. Lee, member of the faculty 
of the Illinois Institute of Tech­ 
nology and resident of Mt. Pros­ 
pect, opened the discussion with a 
brief, prepared speech in which he 
announced that this was the first of 
several such meetings. They are 
to be held for the purpose of stimu­ 
lating thought on public affairs 
among the citizens of Arlington 
Heights and surrounding areas. He 
also asked that the talks and the 
remarks made in the question per­ 
iod which was to follow should be 
kept free from personalities and 
name-calling. 
Prof. Laves, who has been heard 
frequently on the 
University of 
Chicago Round Table, internation­ 
ally famous radio program, spoke 
on “the twro possible outcomes of 
the present war.’' He did not make 
a prepared speech but rather, as 
Ae said, “thought aloud.” 
Prof. Laves found only two pos­ 
sible outcomes to the ward — a vic­ 
tory for Hitler or a victory for the 
democracies and Russia. He stated 
that a third outcome a “negotiated 
jH’a c e ” satisfactory to both sides, 
is impossible because Hitler has 
never negotiated a peace with any 
nation until he has brought it ab­ 
solutely under his power. He asked 
his audience to consider with him 
the probable results of each out­ 
come to the war. 
If the democracies should win 
the war, Prof. Laves described this 
not as a final success in itself put 
as an opportunity for the liberty- 
loving people to attempt to solve 
their problems as they might de­ 
sire, not as ordered by a military 
master. He offered no defense for 
the mistakes of the Peace of Ver­ 
sailles but expressed the hope that 
the democracies, if victorious, will 
profit by those errors and avoid 
making them a second time. As a 
believer in democracy he held the 
opinion that they could make a bet­ 
ter peace but he did not venture 
to say how much better. 
The consequences of a victory by 
Hitler over Russia and 
Britain, 
*Prof. Laves said, would be that 
the United States would have to 
maintain itself on a war footing for 
a long and indefinite period of time, 
and would have to readjust its 
economic and political 
system to 
enable it to live in such a world. 
He pointed out the need for a vast 
military force ready for instant ac­ 
tion when an independent nation 
is faced by the might of the victor­ 
ious Nazis. He implied that a dem­ 
ocratic government, taking time to 
‘debate its course of action, would 
be vulnerable in such a situation. 
As a result, Prof. Laves said, a 
Hitler victory would soon mean 
that the United States must reor­ 
ganize its system of government in 
order to prepare itself for action 
at any time without warning. 
In the field of economic affairs, 
both Prof. Laves and Mr. Allen 
stated that our system of freedom 
of enterprise — or at any rate, 
what is left of it — could not sur­ 
vive a Hitler victory. They both 
held that such a victory would in­ 
evitably mean a great extension of 
government control over both for­ 
eign and domestic business. 
The question period of the meet­ 
ing was modelled after the radio­ 
broadcast America’s Town Meeting 
of the Air. Questions only were al­ 
lowed, but no speeches from the 
floor. Dr. Lee, as moderator, di­ 
rected the questions to the proper 
speaker as they were asked from 
all parts of the assembly. Most of 
them were to Prof. Laves and some 
very lively sparring resulted from 
several. 
A few persons tried to 
make speeches and had to be cut 
short but a far greater number of 
the 
questioners 
framed 
their 
queries briefly and 
pointedly, so 
that this period was highly suc­ 
cessful. 
The audience was invited to sub­ 
mit questions for discussions at 
future meetings, The date of the 
next meeting was tentatively set 
for Friday, August I. The meet­ 
ing, which had opened with the 
pledge of allegiance 
to the flag, 
was closed with the singing of the

Speakers from 
both sides at 
next forum 


The newly-organized community 
forum of Arlington Heights and 
vicinity, with one highly success­ 
ful meeting already to its credit is 
making plans for the second of the 
series. 
Friday, August I, is the 
date set for the next program. The 
speakers have not yet been an­ 
nounced. 
The subject chosen for the sec­ 
ond forum is “Do the Axis Powers 
Threaten the United States?” One 
of the speakers will represent the 
Committee 
to 
Defend 
Amrica. 
The other will be furnished by one 
of the several groups in the Chi­ 
cago area which are commonly 
called “isolationist” or “non-inter­ 
ventionist.” Each speaker will be 
limited to thirty minutes for his 
set speech, following which there 
will be a question period for the 
audience. 
At the first meeting of the forum 
a fewr persons voiced the objection 
that only one side of the subject 
wTas presented. A member of the 
executive committee of the local 
chapter of America First asked 
that at a future meeting both sides 
be heard. Therefore the Commun­ 
ity Forum has issued an invitation 
to the head of the 
Arlington 
Heights chapter of America First 
to provide one of the speakers for 
the coming meeting. At the time 
of going to press the Herald has 
no information on the reply to that 
invitation. 
The Community Forum on Public 
Affairs has been created to bring 
to the people of the communities 
of this area a series of discussions 
by leading speakers on topics of 
great present interest. The forum 
is non-partisan in character and 
will be open to groups or speakers 
on all sides of controversial ques­ 
tions. Details of the organization 
of the forum, including names of 
officers and leading sponsors, will 
be given in a later issue of the Her­ 
ald. 


1941 tax levy 
all time high 
for Arlington 
Requirements of 
budget force 
$8,000 increase 


Leonard Kranz of 
Arlington Heights 
is jalopy hero 


Arlington Heights is becoming a 
real city and it costs real money 
to operate it along city lines. The 
budget of $83,000 for 1941-1942 
passed last month 
was $15,000 
greater than the previous year. The 
tax levy passed Monday night ex­ 
ceeds last year’s 
levy by $8,000. 
The levy anticipates 
$43,000 re­ 
ceipts from other than taxes, leav­ 
ing $40,000 to be obtained frotn 
taxation. 
All of this increase is not for 
corporate expenses. One thousand 
dollars of the increase is for the 
library board. 
A working 
cash 
fund explains an increase of $3,- 
500. 
Salary increases in all ex­ 
cept the mayor’s and trustees’ sal­ 
aries call for another $2,000. The 
increase also' makes possible the 
purchase some new equipment. 
The increased tax levy for the 
coming year does not aid the fin­ 
ancial condition of the village at 
this time. 
, 
Following the passage of the tax 
levy ordinance a 
resolution was 
passed authorizing the issuance of 
$17,500 in warrants against that 
levy to pay existing bills .and pro­ 
vide a cash balance. 
Arlington’s 
sewage 
treatment 
plant has been kept in excellent 
shape through the efforts of the 
engineer but in spite of the efforts 
of Geo: Harris, time has taken its 
toll and there are a lot of things 
that need to be done at the plant 
before next wanter. A request will 
be forwarded to the state asking 
permission to shut down the plant 
in order to make the repairs which 
will require $228 in supplies and 
ten days of labor of a number of 
men. 
State highway department offi­ 
cials in Springfield still think that 
for safety purposes a stop light 
should be installed on State road 
south of the railroad. 
All efforts 
of the board to change their minds 
have been unavailing 
up th the 
present time. 
Alderman Franke 
has again offered to try a bit of 
persuasion. 
The village does not like the idea

He stated that he 
was not aware that such a charge 
was in the village code when the 
request for rezoning was filed. He 
was informed that the $35 charge 
was necessary to reimburse the vil­ 
lage for expenses incurred. In the

Griffith voted “no.” 
Chas. Hintz presented his res­ 
ignation as an employee of the vil­ 
lage.

Arlington Heights voters will 
have the opportunity Sept. 13 to 
elect a village clerk. The man or 
woman picked by the voters will 
have either a $600 or an $1800 
job. The village needs an $1800 
man. 
The village board will not 
turn over a full time job to any 
but a qualified person who can 
handle it. 
An -ordinance was passed Mon­ 
day evening establishing the $1800 
salary wihen and if the board re­ 
quires the clerk to devote his en­ 
tire time to the job. 
Until such 
time the treasurer’s office will con­ 
tinue to “handle much of the work 
that rightfully belongs to the of­ 
fice of clerk and the clerk’s office 
will continue to pay $600 a year. 
Auditor Laurin has, repeatedly 
in his annual audits and other­ 
wise, stressed the importance of 
delegating to the clerk certain ac­ 
counting duties. The village board 
I is ready to act on his suggestion 
if and when a man or wroman can- 
able of performing them wins the 
office by election. 
The above lays “all the cards on 
the table.” 
Following the pub­ 
lication of the 
official notice in 
this week’s Herald, Wm. F. Meyer, 
Jr. village clerk, pro tem, will re­ 
ceive nominating petitions. 
The 
last day for filing them is Aug­ 
ust IO. 
In order to acquaint possible can­ 
didates with the duties of the of­ 
fice, E. F. Laurin, in behalf of 
the board, has presented the fol­ 
lowing outline: 
The office of village clerk, es­ 
pecially in a growing community 
such as Arlington Heights, is an 
important office — in fact the sta­ 
tistics covering the office provide 
that the village clerk shall be the 
principal accounting officer of the 
village. 
An office is provided in the mu­ 
nicipal building where all records 
are to be kept. 
Because of current appointments 
the village clerk’s duties for the 
ensuing year, will in general, con­ 
sist of the following: 
1. Attendance at all stated vil­ 
lage board meetings and a writ­ 
ing up of the minutes thereon: 
2. Conduct all correspondence re­ 
quested by the village board or re­ 
quired otherwise. 
3 Keep a record of all village or­ 
dinances. 
3. Issue 
all 
village 
warrants 
(checks) covering payment of bills 
approved by the village board, and 
keep a register of such warrants. 
4. Maintain a 
budget (appro­ 
priation) ledger wherein costs are 
distributed according 
to depart­ 
ments and prepare a monthly de­ 
tailed report covering the budget 
account condition. 
5. Keep the 
voters registration 
records 
(which require revision 
from time to time covering changes 
in local voters). 
6. Keep a record of Illinois mo­ 
tor fuel tax allotments, collections 
and disbursements 
and issue .all 
checks covering payments thereon.

render F irst” committees assemble

It is the cry out of disillusionment 
of the young people that the church 
must adequately meet today, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Quillian.

It was 93 years ago this month 
that a German farm er with his wife 
and six children jolted out of Chi­ 
cago in a covered wagon along the 
old Indian trail which is now Al­ 
gonquin 
road. 
The 
way 
was 
rough and the 
midsummer sun 
drew perspiration from his brow, 
but Friedrich Busse did not care. 
For after a two day journey he was 
to reach the northwest tip of Cook 
county, wrhere he was to found what 
might be called the Busse empire. 
Today there are more than 1,000 
of his descendants in Mount Pros­ 
pect, Elk Grove, Arlington Heights, 
and surrounding territory. 
Many 
still farm the original lands that 
have been handed down from father 
to son. Some are statesmen, some 


most widely known of the clan. He 
was born in the original homestead 
in 1864, and lived there until 1891, 
when he became deputy sheriff of 
the county, a position he held until 
1900. 
In that year he was elected to 
the county board, and in 1907, when^ 
Edward J. Brundage resigned from 
the presidency he was elected to 
the office. He was reelected the next 
year, presiding over the board until 
1912, when he and all the Repub­ 
lican candidates were defeated by 
members of the Bull Moose party. 
Two years later, however, Mr. 
Busse was returned to the board 
and has served on it ever since. He 
has been on all the im portant com­ 
mittees and has been especially ac­ 
tive in the promotion of good roads 
and the development of the coun­ 
ty ’s system of forest 
preserves. 
This year marks his 50th annivers­ 
ary in public life. 
Sold Farm in 1894 
His term as deputy sheriff con­ 
vinced him that he could not be a 
farm er and a public servant at the 
same time. In 1894 he sold his farm 
and moved to Mount Prospect—at 
that time only a flag stop on the 
Chicago and North W estern rail­ 
road with a population of 35.

.Seven Generations 
This history of Elk Grove town­ 
ship is practically the history of 
the Busse family. Seven genera­ 
tions of the 
hardy, industrious 
stock have played an increasingly 
large p art in the development of 
the area from a wilderness to a 
thriving agricultural and industrial 
center. 
It was County 
Commissioner 
W illiam Busse, grandson of Fried­ 
rich, and his son, William Jr.., who 
pioneered the first bank in the 
northwest part of the county. Since 
it was founded 30 years ago this 
July, the Mount Prospect State 
bank has been a family institution. 
Its founders conduct it as chairman 
o f the board and president. 
William J. Busse and Albert 
Froemling, grandson of the com­ 
missioner, are assistant cashiers. 
All nine of the bank’s directors are 
direct descendants of Friedrich or 
related to the family by marriage. 
Born in Original Home 
Because of his long period of 
service in state and county politics, 
William Busse Sr. is perhaps the 


William Busse, Jr. 


There he became a driving force 
in the hamlet, organizing a public 
school district and serving as its 
first secretary from 1898 to 1905. In 
1911 he helped to found the Mount 
Prospect Improvement association. 
The first improvement, according 
to the records, was the 
purchase 
and installation 
of 
25 kerosene 
street lamps. When the village was 
incorporated, William Busse was 
the logical man for board president, 
an office he filled from 1917 to 1929. 
Although he can be found in his 
office in the county' building six 
days a week, Mr. Busse has found 
time to become interested in bank­ 
ing, auto sales, and real estate, to 
help organize the St. Paul Evan­ 
gelical Lutheran church, and inci­ 
dentally to rear three sons and 
four daughters, all of whom are 
married and live in Mount Prospect. 
Sons Shun Politics 
If none of his sons entered pol­ 
itics, it is because they have heeded 
the advice of their father. Despite 
his own success, he has never rec­ 
ommended it as a worthwhile field 
for a young man to enter. 
But William Busse was not the 
only member of the family to enter 
public life. As early as 1856, his 
uncle, Christian Busse, eldest son 
of Friedrich, was elected to the of­ 
fice of town supervisor w'hich in­ 
cluded a seat on the county board. 
He remained as supervisor until 
1900. William’s father, Louis, the

Hard work but 
good eats, says 
Private Devermann 


Hard work and good eats go hand 
in hand at Camp Grant, according 
to a letter received from Private 
Leslie Deverman of Palatine, at the 
Selective Service Board No. I, Cook 
county, Leslie gives his version of 
army life. He is a volunteer and 
was a member of the third call, 
leaving here last February. He un­ 
derwent six weeks special training 
at Ft. Sheridan and has since that 
time been stationed at Camp Grant. 
We note from his letters that even 
soldiers some times have to work 
nights and Sundays. 
This paper will be glad to receive 
letters from other boys. Hereafter 
all news concerning 
the boys at 
camp and activities of the mother 
clubs, etc., will appear in this de­ 
partment. 


July 8, 1941 
Dear Smitty: 
Well, here finally is that long 
promised letter that should have 
been on its way several weeks or 
months ago. I hope I’m not too 
late with it though. 
As I mentioned in our conversa­ 
tions recently you can give this 
and the enclosed to baddock for 
publication of it in its entirety or 
whatever portion of it he may wish 
to use. 
First of all I want to straighten 
out a few things that have appar­ 
ently gotten some of the folks con­ 
fused as far as this army life is 
concerned. The whole thing, in my 
estimation, that makes this year 
seem so hard on some of the boys 
is the attitude with which they en­ 
ter it. If one goes to the Induction 
Station with his mind made up to 
the fact that he is Definitely Not 
going to like the army it will nat­ 
urally seem that way to him during 
the entire period. 
On the other 
hand, if the fellow is inducted with 
the thought in his mind that he is 
going to make the best of it and be 
as good a soldier as possible and 
get everything out of this year that 
he can he will have the time of 
his life during the stay in which­ 
ever station he may be assigned. 
I believe that this comparatively 
small thought will go a long way 
in making or breaking one’s self 
while in camp. 
I hope that the people will not 
get the idea that that is my view­ 


in g . That means that all of the 
records and official matter must be 
completed on the first bunch and 
filed in its proper place. Then we 
must establish new records on the 
incoming second bunch and see to 
it that they are maintained in the 
j proper place for the time that they 
I will be here. That takes a lot of 
; fast, but efficient, work and believe 
I me we sure are pushed at times. 
Pardon the bragging, but more 
than once have we men of the 
Corps Area Service Command been 
commended for our excellent wrok 
] and efficient handling of the var­ 
ious phases of the routine. 
I 
I do not mean that we have not 
j had our share of the training just 
j as the rest are getting it, because 
i we have completed thirteen weeks 
already and are not very anxious to 
see any more of it during the rest 
of the year. We have had some 
breaks on it» but on the whole have 
bad it just as hard as the rest pf 
the trainees in this center. The 
greatest portion of our training 
was administered during the hot 
afternoons that we have had out 
here. We would work all morning 
and complete the entire days work 
then. At I p. rn. we would fall out 
and receive our drill for the rest 
of the afternoon. Then if we had 
any work to finish we would be 
force to do it at night. There is 
many a time that our fellows have 
worked nights, yes, and even some 
have been compelled to stay here 
over week-ends and complete re­ 
ports that had to be submitted by 
the following Monday morning, lf 
you think that is a easy life I 
wish you would try it sometime, 
We do have things that we don’t 
like, hut then you stop to think 
just how much better off you are 
here than you would be any other 
place iii the world, it is a pretty 
darn good place to be. lf we would 
only all realize that we could be 
very much worse off I think we 
would have to admit that every­ 
thing isn’t TOO bad after all. Nat­ 
urally, there are things that we 
could do out in civilian life, but 
to all the fellows now in the service 
I say just think how much better 
off 
you 
are 
than 
the 
Select­ 
ive Service men that still have to be 
inducted. Remember, whatever the 
other fellow may have to say, A 
SOLDIER IS NEVER 
HAPPY 
UNLESS HE HAS SOMETHING 
TO COMPLAIN ABOUT. 
I am enclosing several things 
that I think might be of interest 
to you and to the people who might 
read this letter. In turning this 
over to the papers please caution 
them to use their good judgment 
about printing things that are true 
facts and to look into their truth­ 
fulness before publishing them. 
I suppose you would like to know 
just how the meals are out here. 
Well, here is a menu that we had 
last night for supper. It is to be 
considered out of the ordinary be­ 
cause it was a party given for 
some of the men that are leaving 
here very soon. The rest of the 
meals around here run a very close 
second to this one however. I would 
like to mention that we get plenty 
of milk, butter arid eggs. It is a 
very unusual week if we do not 
have eggs at least twice for break­ 
fast and we always receive a half 
Hint of milk in the mornings. Here 
is that delightful menu: 
. . . 
Fruit cocktail, 
T-bone steak, 
Sweet potatoes, French-fried po­ 
tatoes, Creamed corn, Tomatoes 
Pickles and green onions, Celery 
and radishes, Peaches Lemonade, 
Bread and butter, Cookies and ice 
cream, Candy bars, and cigarettes. 
That naturally is for a party and 
does not happen every day. 
The meals are centered around 
the following: 
Meat and potatoes, One vege­ 
table, Bread and butter, Coffee, 
milk, lemonade or cocoa, fresh- 
vegetahles, Ice cream at least once 
a week. 
Chicken or some other dish eq­ 
ually as good is usually served 
on Sunday for dinner. There was 
only once that they “slipped.” I 
would have to be in camp that 
week-end. We were served frank­ 
furters and sauerkraut. All of the 
food is good, however, and we cer­ 
tainly do not starve. There are 
naturally some “bad” days, but be­ 
ing on Field Rations one has to 
expect them. 
I hope that this letter (story 
would be more like it) will 
serve 
you in many ways and assist in 
clearing up some of 
the worries 
that the people “back home” may 
have concerning their sons, neph­ 
ews or boy friends who are at the 
present Lime serving in the United 
States Army.

It is surprising how many teach­ 
ers are ignorant concerning the 
provisions and regulations of our 
copyright Jaw s; and every week I 
hear or see of at least one in­ 
stance where a teacher has broken 
one of the laws, usually without 
knowing it. And the penalties are 
severe; a jail term or a heavy fine 
or both. 
The most common violation is 
j the copying of copyrighted music. 
All printed music is copyrighted 
and the copying of music for the 
purpose of profit is a violation. 
Even though a teacher copies mu­ 
sic and gives the copy to the pupil 
without m aking a charge for it, he 
| is still in violation of the law be- j 
I cause any teacher who collects pay ! 
! for the lesson is also receiving pay 
for all music given during the les’- j 
son; part of the lesson price tech-J 
nically pays for the free music in- i 
volved, whether copied or other- J 
wise. 
I know of half a dozen j 
teachers in this vicinity who could! 
be prosecuted for this very thing if j 
someone reported them. 
I have mentioned this before in j 
this column but feel it should be 
called to mind again because this 
violation seems to be in the ascen­ 
dency. When it becomes too flag­ 
rant, as it did for instance in 1929, 
there will he wide spread prosecu­ 
tions and many teachers who are 
getting away with it now will be 
sorry they ever tried it. 
If you 
are a teacher by all means invest­ 
igate the law- on this matter; don’t ' 
just take my word for it! And if

Farm building 


with home-grown 
lumber advised 


There has never been a better 
opportunity in the past IO years for 
Illinois farm ers to utilize home­ 
grown lumber for farm building, 
believes J. FU Davis, extension for­ 
ester of the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture. 
Marked increases in the cost of 
wood for farm construction are ex­ 
pected to occur by fall, when the 
peak in the present building pro­ 
gram will likely be reached. H ard­ 
woods are about IO per cent higher 
than a year ago and soft wood lum­ 
ber is rising, indicating consider­ 
able activity in the lumber business. 
It’s possible for farm ers to save 
as much as one-half the usual con­ 
struction 
costs 
when 
they 
use 
home-grown lumber in construct­ 
ing farm buildings, 
according to 
| Davis. This is especially true now*. 
Farm ers are being advised to avoid 
large expenditures 
for improve­ 
ments and buildings and to utilize 
available materials in constructing 
long-time improvements. In other 
w'ords, this is generally a good time 
for farm ers to pay their debts and 
make improvements, if they will 
utilize their own resources and la­ 
bor to good advantage. 
Some of the native hardwoods 
grown in Illinois that can be used 
effectively for fram ing material in­ 
clude the following: 
For joists, 
rafters and plates—ash, maple, oak, 
cypress, elm, sweet gum, hackber­ 
ry, sycamore, tupelo (sour or black 
gum) 
and 
yellow 
poplar; 
roof 
boards — cypress, maple, red oak, 
elm, sweet gum, white oak and yel­ 
low 
poplar; 
studding — cypress, 
yellow* poplar, ash, black locust, 
maple, oak, elm, gum, hackberry 
and sycamore.

Destroying the botulinum spore, 
which may produce a deadly poison 
in some foods, is a question of un­ 
derstanding not only that a certain 
high tem perature must be reached 
and maintained for a definite length 
of time during the processing per­ 
iod but that foods 
differ in the 
rapidity with which they can be 
brought up to these required temp­ 
eratures, 
reported 
Mrs.

Klass Engdahl, first assistant in 
home economics. 
Another factor 
influencing the 
canning 
method 
used is the acidity 
of the food. 
Acids aid in the 
destruction of 
spoilage organisms and therefore 
acid foods do not need to be pro­ 
cessed at as high a tem perature as 
non-acid foods. 
When it is a question of main­ 
taining quality or insuring safety 
of the canned food, it is better “to 
be safe than sorry,’’ homemakers 
are told. 
Quality can be safe­ 
guarded by preventing 
overpro­ 
cessing of the food and bv cooling 
the containers as quickly and thor­ 
oughly as possible. 
“Our bacteriological studies con­ 
firm and emphasize the importance 
of processing non-acid foods in the 
pressure cooker,” said Mrs. Eng­ 
dahl. The spores of the spoilage 
organisms are very resistant to 
heat and are not easily destroyed 
by boiling water. The tem perature 
of the pressure cooker, either 240 
or 250 degrees depending upoTTthe 
food, is necessary to insure safety 
against flat-sour spoilage and bo­ 
tulinum poisoning.” 
Heat penetration studies revealed 
that the tem perature rises 
more 
rapidly in a container of peas or 
beans than in one of spinach or 
pumpkin, research workers found 
out. They trace this difference to 
the I aet that heat is not transfer­ 
red as quickly in solid masses of 
food as in those which are sur­ 
rounded by considerable liquid. For 
this reason they are recommending 
that some non-acid foods be pro­ 
cessed at 15 pounds pressure while 
other food may be processed ade­ 
quately at only IO pounds pressure. 
“The value of blanching or pre­ 
cooking non-acid foods is also ap-

parent,” Mrs. Engdahl commented. 
“When foods are packed hot, less 
time is required for the contents 
to reach the desired tem perature. 
Blanching has other advantages in 
that it shrinks the food and per­ 
mits larger amounts to be packed 
easily in the container.” 
Adequate processing of tomatoes 
and other acid foods in the hot 
water bath was advised. Mrs. Eng­ 
dahl cited the case of the home­ 
maker who had been taking blue 
ribbons on ber canned tomatoes at 
the fair but whose family became 
fatally ill with botulinum poison­ 
ing because the food was 
inade­ 
quately processed. 
The oven method of processing 
is not recommended because it oft­ 
en fails to prevent spoilage and the 
resulting food is of inferior qual­ 
ity.

Bang’s Disease—In 1939 the Il­ 
linois legislature passed a law' “in 
relation to the suppression, erad­ 
ication and control of Bang’s Dis­ 
ease among domestic cattle.” This 
law provides that “any owner of 
domestic cattle who makes appli­ 
cation to the United States De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture or to the 
State Department of Agriculture 
to have his entire herd tested for 
Bang’s Disease, may have his herd 
tested.” However, he must first 
contract with the United States 
Department of Agriculture rela­ 
tive? to testing, control and eradi­ 
cation. Infected cattle may be de­ 
stroyed with the owner’s consent. 
If funds are available, an indem­ 
nity not to exceed one-third of the 
difference between the appraised 
value and salvage value will be 
paid. Payment can not exceed $25 
foi a grade animal or $50 for a 
purebred. 
Appraisals 
shall 
be 
made by a representative of either 
the federal or state government. 


Reactors which are 
not des­ 
troyed must be marked with an 
ear identification tag and kept un­ 
der quarantine in accordance with 
rules and regulations of the state 
department of agriculture. 
Sale 
and transfer of animals 
under 
quarantine may be approved by the 
departm ent. 
For the purpose of 
enforcing its rules and regulations, 
employees of the departm ent are 
empowered to enter, during usual 
working 
hours, “any 
premises, 
barns, 
stables, 
sheds 
or 
other 
places where cattle are kept.” 
A herd may be accredited as 


abortion free if at least two annual 
negative or three semi-annual neg­ 
ative tests have been conducted on 
all animals more than six months 
old and if a certificate has been 
issued by the sanitary authority of 
the state. 
Unless accompanied by an ac­ 
ceptable 
certificate 
of 
health, 
dairy or breeding cattle more than 
four months of age can not he 
shipped out of any public stock­ 
yard in the state or brought into 
Illinois from other states. Cattle 
for feeding and grazing 
can be 
brought in without such a certifi­ 
cate, but during the 
feeding or 
grazing period they shall be held 
under quarantine by the depart­ 
ment. Certificates must carry an 
identification of the animals, eith­ 
er by registration name and num­ 
ber, or by ear tag. 
The law' on Bang’s Disease is in 
the Illinois Revised Statutes, Chap­ 
ter 8, sections 134-145. Further in­ 
formation may be procured from 
the State Departm ent of Agricul­ 
ture, Springfield, and from the De­ 
partm ent of Animal Pathology and 
Hygiene, College 
of Agriculture, 
U rbana.
